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The  Report  of  Dr.  Kaye  issued  in  1903  gives  you  a 
geographical  outline,  as  well  as  a detailed  account  of  the  district, 
together  with  tables  of  the  various  localities,  areas  &c.  The 
latter  may  also  be  obtained  from  the  Year  Book  compiled  by 
your  Clerk,  Mr.  T.  Eastham. 

Suffice  to  say  that  the  district  is  19  miles  wide  by  14 
miles  North  to  South.  The  river  Hodder  runs  directly  through 
the  centre  of  the  district.  The  river  Ribble  also  runs  through 
it  from  a point  at  Nappa  to  Smithies  Brook  foot,  there  the 
district  is  on  the  right  hand  side  of  this  river  for  some  seven  or 
eight  miles  to  the  meeting  of  the  waters  at  Hodder  foot  near 
Mytton. 

The  Lancashire  and  Yorkshire  Railway  runs  north 
through  the  district  for  about  eight  miles  from  the  point  at 
Twistle  Bridge,  near  Rimington,  to  the  end  of  the  district  at 
Newsholme. 
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The  district  is  almost  purely  agricultural,  supplying 
butter  and  milk  to  the  adjoining  towns  of  Lancashire  and 
Yorkshire,  more  particularly  to  the  former. 

POPULATION. 

The  population  is  as  follows.  The  noticeable  increase  in 
the  Gisburne  district,  being  because  of  the  addition  of  Grindleton 
by  the  rearrangement  of  the  registration  1902.

DISINFECTING  APPARATUS  AND  ISOLATION 
HOSPITAL 

Last  year  I recommended  the  purchase  of  a Disinfecting 
Apparatus.  I now  leave  the  matter  entirely  for  your  consider- 
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ation,  and  as  you  know  as  regards  the  Isolation  Hospital  there 
has  as  yet  not  been  any  use  for  it  whatever.  I allude  more 
particularly  to  Small  Pox,  of  which  we  have  not  yet  had  a single 
case.  Scarlet  Fever  cases  could  be  sent  on  to  this  Hospital, 
it  might  at  least  then  be  of  some  use. 

We  have  no  cases  of  overcrowding. 

Several  new  houses  have  been  built. 


SCAVENGING  SEWERING  AND  DRAINING. 

Waddington  and  Bolton-by-Bowland  have  public 
Scavenging. 

At  the  Farms  where  accumulations  in  Ash  and  Privy 
Middens  exist,  your  Nuisance  Inspector  insists  on  its  frequent 
and  regular  removal.  He  has  also  inspected  the  Dairies  and 
Cowsheds,  55  of  which  there  are  in  the  district,  aud  in  a 
satisfactory  condition. 


20  Slopstone  Pipes  and  Drainage  of  same  have  been 
attended  to,  and  at  Slaidburn  the  Agent  of  Mr.  Wilkinson’s 
Estate  is  now  improving  the  drainage,  and  the  removal  of  nuis- 
ance whereever  it  has  been  reported. 


On  November  8th,  I attended  the  Local  Government 
Board  enquiry  with  the  regard  to  the  Sewering  of  the  village  of 
Waddington,  and  gave  my  opinion  accordingly,  of  this  you  are 
aware,  but  I unhesitatingly  wish  to  press  the  importance  of  the 
matter  in  a dry  summer,  the  complaints  are  frequent,  and  several 
very  offensive  drains  run  directly  into  the  brook. 
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Bolton-by-Bowland  and  Grindleton  are  also  on  the  list 
as  requiring  attention,  so  far  as  Sewering  is  concerned. 

WATER  SUPPLY. 

The  Dale  Head  supply  has  proved  eminently  satisfactory 
but  I would  advise  that  it  be  laid  on  to  the  Vicarage, 
as  the  supply  to  this  house  is  bad,  indeed  I cannot  understand 
why  they  do  not  gladly  avail  themselves  of  this  opportunity  of 
having  it. 

The  supply  to  Waddington,  West  Bradford,  Gisburn, 
Grindleton  and  Bashall  Eaves  is  good. 

I cannot  say  the  same  for  Bolton-by-Bowland,  here  it  is 
chiefly  from  troughs  or  wells,  indeed  some  of  the  villagers  even 
complain  of  the  supply  from  the  “Jubilee  Well.”  If  something 
could  be  done  as  to  a house  to  house  supply,  I am  sure  the 
inhabitants  would  reap  much  comfort  and  benefit. 

A Water  Supply  has  been  satisfactorily  completed  at 
Copy  Nook  public  house,  and  also  laid  on  to  three  cottages  at 
Holden. 

Improvements  in  the  supply  to  the  farms  of  Watt  Close 
and  Little  Todber  have  been  attended  to. 

As  it  appears  very  difficult  to  get  the  Water  to  the  high 
standing  Farms  of  Monibent  and  Carter  Lane  Head,  it  has 
been  suggested  and  I believe  agreed  to  by  you,  that  large 
concrete  collecting  tanks  should  be  used.  I trust  this  will  be  a 
satisfactory  arrangement,  and  satisfactory  to  the  County  Auth- 
ority, in  any  case,  it  will  require  absolute  cleanliness  from  the 
tenant,  so  far  as  the  troughs  are  concerned,  and  that  the  tanks 
will  have  to  be  periodically  cleaned  out. 
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The  Water  Supply  to  most  of  the  Farms  is  chiefly  by 
means  of  springs  and  wells,  pipes  being  laid  on  to  the  houses 
in  many  cases  as  can  be  best  arranged. 

The  supply  to  Mr.  Robinson’s  Farm  Mylah  is  in- 
convenient and  scarce,  and  requires  attention. 

FACTORIES. 

I have  nothing  more  to  say  with  regard  to  the  Factories 
than  what  I said  in  my  report  last  year,  i.e  There  are  three 
Factories,  one  Tannery  and  one  Bakehouse. 

Of  the  three  Cotton  Mills  two  are  at  Grindleton,  higher 
and  lower,  and  one  at  West  Bradford. 

At  each  of  these  mills  both  steam  and  water  power  is 
available.  A turbine  being  fixed  in  each  mill  for  use  when 
there  is  a good  water  supply. 

About  104  people  are  employed  at  the  Higher  Mill, 
Grindleton,  it  is  regularly  whitewashed  and  kept  clean.  There 
is  Closet  accomodation  for  male  and  female  which  might  be 
better. 


About  20  people  are  employed  at  the  Lower  Mill.  This 
is  an  old  fashioned  Mill,  and  I believe  was  formerly  used  as  a 
Corn  Mill,  and  is  evidently  used  because  of  its  good  water 
supply.  The  Closets  are  not  as  w'ell  arranged  as  they  might  be, 
and  the  pails  require  to  be  more  regularly  emptied. 

The  West  Bradford  Mill  gives  employment  regularly  to 
about  50  people,  this  Mill  is  in  a good  position  and  under 
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careful  supervisor!.  I consider  the  general  arrangments  good 
and  the  Sanitary  condition  of  the  Mill  excellent.  Electricity  is 
used  for  lighting  purposes  here. 

A Register  of  Workshops  is  kept  at  the  Clerk’s  Office. 

TUBERCULOSIS  IN  COWS. 

Because  of  a letter  from  Dr.  Niven,  of  Manchester,  as 
to  a cow  kept  at  Kel  Ridden  Farm,  Rimington  and  said  to  have 
Tuberculosis  Udder.  I interviewed  the  owner  Mr.  Duckworth. 
He  was  quite  willing  to  conform  to  the  wishes  of  the  authority, 
and  to  have  the  cow  slaughtered.  I saw  the  cow  and  she  looked 
in  fairly  good  condition.  She  was  killed  at  Blackburn  the  next 
day  in  the  presence  of  Mr  Stirling  and  Mr.  Brittlebank,  Veter- 
inary Surgeons.  It  was  no  doubt  a great  loss  to  Mr.  Duck- 
worth. 

SCHOOLS  AND  SCHOOL  HOUSE. 

There  was  an  epidemic  of  Scarlet  Fever  in  the  early 
part  of  the  year  in  the  Gisburne  and  Rimington  districts,  but 
until  March  there  was  no  occasion  to  close  the  school.  I again 
visited  Gisburne  on  March  6th,  when  I found  that  the  attend- 
ance was  only  27  out  of  75.  So  after  consulation  with  the 
Managers  1 decided  to  close  for  one  Month  i e.  until  April  3rd 

Since  then  (April)  there  has  been  practically  no  epidemic 
of  any  kind  during  the  year,  excepting  in  November  when  some 
of  the  children  at  Waddington  and  Bradford  had  Chicken  Pox, 
which  reduced  the  attendance  for  some  days  but  there  was  no 
necessity  to  close  the  school. 

During  the  holidays  the  schools  have  been  cleaned,  dis- 
infected and  ventilated.  There  are  no  ill  fed  children 
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attending  schools  in  my  district,  neither  do  you  see  every  6th  or 
7th  child  wearing  spectacles,  which  proves  something  for  the 
good  breeding,  as  well  as  the  good  feeding  of  the  boys  and  girls, 
and  indeed  without  going  into  any  details  as  to  the  Darwinian 
theory  there  is  no  doubt,  that  if  the  principle  of  careful  selection 
in  marriage  was  adopted  as  it  ought  to  be,  one  half  the  illness 
of  infancy  and  childhood  would  be  stamped  out.  Every  mother 
should  suckle  her  own  child. 


Here  at  this  point  I wish  to  allude  to  the  Infantile 
Mortality  Rate  in  my  district,  which  is  67*3  per  1000  births 
registered,  which  is  about  one  half  when  compared  with  that  of 
the  average  of  the  rate  for  England  and  Wales  and  about  one 
third  that  of  most  of  our  provincial  towns.  I am  sure  from 
observation  that  my  theory  is  correct.  Of  course  in  cases  where 
mothers  are  forced  to  resort  to  artifical  feeding,  then  the 
principles  of  cleanliness,  regularity  of  feeding,  quantity  of  food 
given,  in  its  being  properly  prepared,  its  quality  to  be  of  the  very 
best.  I have  seen  children  being  reared  in  our  own  town  on 
half  milk,  half  water  and  sugar,  with  tastes  from  the  table 
allowed  even  at  this  early  age.  Tea  and  milk,  tea  and  water, 
milk  and  water  and  so  on  is  all  they  get.  When  about  six  or  eight 
months  old  then  the  child  gradually  sinks,  becomes  sallow 
and  waxen  in  appearance,  general  debility  sets  in,  and  often 
cannot  be  helped  or  treated,  the  child  loses  all  strength,  sinks  and 
goes  over  to  the  majority.  Mothers  leave  their  infants  with  an 
older  child,  they  go  to  the  mill,  rush  home  to  differ,  rush  back 
again,  and  so  the  child  is  neglected. 


In  all  cases  of  Infectious  disease,  disinfectants  have  been 
supplied  by  the  Nuisance  Inspector.  He  has  also  personally  or 
employed  some  one  else  to  fumigate  houses  where  Scarlet  Fever 
or  other  Infectious  Disease  had  existed.

NUISANCE  INSPECTOR’S  REPORT. 

To  J.  J.  Smithies  Esq.,  Medical  Officer  of  Health. 
Dear  Sir, 

I herewith  submit  to  you  the  work  &c,  during  the  past 

year. 


There  are  55  Dairies  and  Cowsheds  registered  in  the 
Bowland  Rural  District  which  are  now  in  a fairly  good  sanitary 
condition,  and  the  water  supply  to  nearly  all  of  them,  is  satis- 
factory. During  the  past  year  there  have  been  new  cowsheds 
erected  at  Shuttleworth  Hall,  Gisburne,  on  Lord  Ribblesdale’s 
Estate.  I may  say  there  is  a double  shippon  in  Bashall  Eave.s 
on  Worsley-Taylor’s  Estate  which  I have  condemned  after  the 
coming  Spring. 

The  Slaughter  Houses  in  the  district  are  now  in  a fairly 
good  sanitary  condition. 

The  water  supply  has  been  improved  to  Watt  Close 
Farm  and  Little  Todber  Farms  near  Gisburne  during  the  past 
year.  It  has  also  been  decided  by  the  District  Council  that  a 
concrete  tank  shall  be  erected  at  Monibent  Farm  to  hold  over 
2000  gallons. 

There  have  been  twenty  slopstone  drains  disconnected 
during  the  past  year,  and  in  the  village  of  Slaidburn  Mr. 
Wilkinson  the  owner  is  now  gradually  carry  out  improvements 
to  the  drains  and  slopstones  in  the  village. 

I wish  to  again  point  out  to  you  that  there  ought  to  be 
something  done  with  regard  to  a water  supply  for  the  village  of 
Bolton  by  Bowland  which  at  the  present  time  is  not  well 
supplied.  The  water  supply  has  just  been  carried  out  to  Copy 
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Nook  Public  House  which  will  be  a great  benefit,  and  now  at 
the  time  of  writing  Mrs  Strickland  is  putting  in  a supply  of 
water  into  their  three  cottages  at  Holden. 

The  water  lately  supplied  to  Dale  Head  has  been  a great 
boon  to  the  few  who  have  been  supplied  with  it.  But,  I should 
like  to  draw  your  attention  to  the  fact  that  Dale  Head  Vicarage 
ought  to  be  supplied  with  the  water  as  the  watermain  comes 
close  past  his  door,  and  the  present  supply  is  taken  from  a drain 
out  of  his  meadow  across  the  road  which  is  regularly  covered 
with  manure  and  I do  not  consider  this  ought  to  be  allowed  to 
go  on  after  the  expense  of  fetching  the  water  past  the  house. 

I have  supplied  disinfectants  to  all  the  schools  in  the 
district  and  to  all  places  where  any  infectious  diseases  have  been 
reported  and  fumigation  has  been  done  at  all  places  where 
Scarlet  Fever  has  been,  in  nearly  all  the  cases  by  myself,  or 
according  to  my  instructions. 

It  is  still  my  opinion  that  we  ought  to  have  some  Modi- 
fied Building  Byelaws  either  for  the  whole  district,  or  the 
larger  villages.
